At ten minutes to eignt the. fore- 
man of the jury announced that a 
verdict had been reached ‘The jury- 
mich were escorted to their places 
by the two Mounted Policemen who 
had slept, ate and walked with them 

a . since they were sworn in to decide 

: the fate of.the accused. 

The prisoner had not yet appesred, 
but presently a clanking of chains in 
the hall heraided his arrival and he 
stepped into the room, guarded in 
front and in the rear, by two armed 
policemen, He, strange to _ say, 
showed few signs of the nervousness 
or the awful suspense one would ex- 
pect of a man whose fate would be 
decided within a very few moments. 
Kimbarrassment only was noticeable. 

Mr. Justice Scott stepped unto the 
raised platfrom from his private cham- 
her, preceded by the sheriff, and took 
his seat. . 

The clerk of the court then rose 
and called out the tianies of the 
jury.and having finished that formal- 
ity he said: “Gentlemen of the jury, 
have you found the accused guilty 
or not guilty?” Y

New York, June 11.—C. R. Heike, 
the white haired secretary of the Am- 
erican (Sugar Refining ‘Company was 
convicted last night on one count of 
an indictment charging conspiracy to 
defraud the government of ‘customs 
duties on sugar, 

Ernest. Garbracht, former superin- 

tendent of ‘the Williamsburg refinery, 
was convicted on‘all six counts. For 
J. F Bendernagel, former cashier of 
the refinery, the jury stood ‘five to 
seven for acquittal, He will be tried 
again. , 
This ends the government's second 
attempt to imprison the group of men 
responsible for ‘the vast underweigh- 
ing frauds to which ‘the so-called 
trust has virtually confessed by the 
restitution of more than $27,000,000 in 
duty. : 

Heike is the ‘highest official of the 
company upon whom blame has been 
fixed, “He faces a possible sentence of 
two years in the federal ‘prison and 
a tine-of $1,000. He is 65 years old, 
broken in health and spirit. Convicted 
on all six counts Gerbracht can be 
sentenced ‘to twelve years in prison 
with a maximum fine of $40,000, He is 
64 years’ old.

TWENTY ACRES ABLAZE 

Winds Curried Burning

Seattle, Wash, June 11.—Tire that 
broke out on the northern water front 
during a hurricane jate last night, was 
carried by the wind to. the castward 
section, thickly covered with wooden 
buildings, and in a short time 20 acres 
were ablaze, causing a loss of $1,000,- 
ooo and wounding 50 persons. The 
fire started at Railroad aveiiue and 
Jattery street and destroyed all the 
buildings on six city blocks and pick- 
ed out a woode nhouse here and there 
in the surrounding district not entirely 
fire swept. H . 

When the flames were at their high- 
est, burning brands set fire to houses 
several ‘blocks from the main fire. 

‘Alarming reports of the loss of life 
were ‘virculated, but so far as can be 
learned there ‘were no fatalities. 

Just as the firefuen had begun to 
despair of saving the large and popu- 
lous area east of Second avenue, the 
wind suddenly abated and a brisk rain 
began to fall. 

So far as known only ‘three persons 
were seriously hurt, although many 
firemen were slightly injured. Sixt} 
horses were burned in a stable 
Railroad avenue. 

‘The largest buildings burned were 
the Galbraith bacon warehouses which 
covered an entire block They: were 
erected last year at a cost of $2,000,- 
000.

BOY AND A CIGARETTE WERE 
CAUSE OF DANGEROUS FIRE 


Goebel’s Livery Stable on Bel-; 
lamy Street With Three Horses 
Burned This Morning 


A boy smoking a cigarette was re- 
sponsible for a dangerous blaze in 
the livery stable of Fred Goebel, 58

three horses were burned to death.

FINE PLANS 


But They Don’t Fit in With 
Union Station and Terminal 
Railway 


BIG HOTEL NEAR STATION 


First Vice President of C. N. R. 
Outlines the Company's Plans 
in Alberta

of the Canadian Northern Railway, 


Mann, first. vice-president 


and one of the most prominent figures 
in Canadian railroad circles today, ar- 
rived in the city yesterday evening, 
and after spending a few hours. iv 
an automobile trip around the city 
this morning, his special left for the 
cast shortly after eleven o'clock. 

A reporter from The Capital caught 
Mr. Mann for a few minutes just be- 
fore his special pulled out. 

“Is there anything in the story that 
you will take over the Alberta and 
Great Waterways railway?” asked the 
reporter, referring to dispatches from 
the east that stated that the purpose 
of Mr Mann’s trip to the West was 
to look into the A. and G, W. line. 

“No,” was the emphatic denial of 
the C.N.R. magnate. And then Mr. 
Mann proceeded to tell just why his 
company would not consider taking 
over the A. and G W, 

“We wouldn't take the line if it 
was given to us,” said he. “And this 
is why. Our lines in the West are 
paying a fixed charge of $520 a mile. 
And that is about/all that the earning 
power will pay. That you see is 
the charges on $13,000 at four..per 
cent. Now on the other hand the A. 
and G W. has to pay five per cent. 
on $20,000 a mile, which amounts to a 
fixed charge of $1,000 a mile. Now 
we couldn't pay that, but somebody 
has to. So you see, don’t you, why 
we don’t want the line at all?” 

Lines to the North. 

Mr. Mann then went on to state 
that the C.N.R. were going to have 
all the lines to the north that ‘they 
would want’ for some little time to 
come. 

“We are going to have our line to 
Athabasca Landing finished this year,” 
said he, “and it is through a very 
rich country. ‘Then also we are go- 
ing to start work on the line to the 
Peace River country, and I think that 
if we manage to make these lines pay 
for the first few years we will be 
doning well. t 

“We have so much construction 
work going on in the province now, 
that T don't think we want any more. 
We will have bnilt 200 miles of road 
in Alberta ‘this year before next win- 
ter, and that is quite a little bit of 
work, don't you think?” 

When asied about the branch line 
from the GIP. to the Brazeau coal 
fields, Mr. Mann said that they were 
not going to build any branch from 
the G.I.P, and that as their main 
line would not be finished that. far 
west this vear, there was not much 
prospect of them getting coal out 
from that part of the country by 
next fall. 

Edmonton Terminals. 

The reporter ‘then briefly outlined 
the project that is before the city 
now of having the railway lines: all 
run to‘the north and have a union 
station nearer the centre of the city, 
and a terminal freight handling com- 
pany. 

“Why,” said) Mr. Mann, “I don't 
think that we need anything like 
that. We can handle our own freight 
here for all time to come, and as for 
a station just come here and see what 
a grand piece of property we have 
for that.” :

London,June 11.—Following Col.

Dr. Grenfell Says That the Herd 
Imported as Experiment Has 
Done Well 


STAVE OFF STARVATION 


People Were in Great Need Be- 
cause of the Extermination 
of Harp Seal

St. Jotns, Nfld., June 11.—Dr. Gren- 
fell, ina letter to D. W Prowse, the 
Newfoundland historian, says that 
the herd of Soo reindeer imported by 
him into Labrader, has increased 
wonderfully during the past winter, 
and if the aid-is given by the govern- 
ment, as is expected, a new industry 
will have been jnstituted, and the 
settlers in Labrador and Norther: 
Newfoundland will be rescued from 
the starvation fate which threatened 
them as a result of the rapid exter- 


mination of the harp seal. 

Dr. Grenfel continues: “We have 
conquered the ice and opposition “t 
the North Atlantic and forced its re- 
luctant waters to pay us a handsome 
annual tribute of cod, halibut, — sa!- 
mon, herring, seals and whales. But 
the land, from which man generally 
first exacts payment, has as yet yield- 
ed nothing. 

“It does however, seem that if 
man can't transform these hundreds 
of thousands of unoccupied acres in- 
to pasture lands for ordinary cattle 
he can reverse the process and trans- 
form the cattle into. extraordinary 
ones to meet the possibilities of the 
country.

feeding easily 3,000,000 or more rein- 
deer, enabling it to export hundreds 
of thousands of skins and careases 
annually, with the help to other bran- 
ches of industry, like pulp produc- 
tion, mining, fisheries, etc., that the 
presence of this herd and of this 
population would be is self-appar- 
ent.”

BRITAIN’S NEW NAVAL 
HARBOR. 


The new naval harbor recently com- 
pleted at Dover, England, by the Brit- 
ish Admiralty, which was formally 
opened by the Prince of Wales, is one 
of the greatest engineering feats ever 
put in hand and brought to a success- 
ful conclusion 

This new home for the British fleet 
can claim the distinction ef being the 
largest artificial harbor in the world. 
It encloses at low tide a water aren 
of no less than 610 acres, affording 
ample accommodattion for a fleet of 
twenty-five first-class battleships with 
the attendant smaller craft, such as 
torpedo boats, gunboats, etc. 

This harbor has taken eleven years 
to construct and has cost the British 
government $20,000,000. By its eree- 
tion the ancient English port of Dover 
has been transformed into a powertul 
naval base. The reason for this 
transformation is not far to seek. It 
is the policy of the British Admiralty 
for the strength and. bulk of their 
ships to lie nearest their stronvest 
rival, 

That rival today is Germany, hence 
the desirability of equipping Dover 
with an efficiently protected harbor, 
where the ships can lie safely at an 
chor and yet be in a position to strike 
quickly at the North Sea. As a mat- 
ter of fact other naval bases are being 
erected on the east coast of Great 
Britain. One is nearing completion 
at Rosyth in Scotland, and another 
new harbor is to be constructed in 
the Orkneys. 

The Dover harbor, begun in 1898, 
has been secured by constructing 
three arms or walls. The well-known 
Admiralty pier, which has a length of 
1,000 feet, has been extended another 
2,000 feet and forms, the western arm 
of the harbor The second runs out 
3.320 feet from the base of the 
cliffs, and the third arm is the break- 
water, 4,200 feet in length, situated 
three-quarters of a mile from the 
shore and almost parallel with it.

In summing up the evidener, Mr 
Robertson was particularly severe on 
Mrs. Parkes and told the jury that 
he considered her story a fabrication 
from beginning to end, and that no 
credence should be given to her 
story. Her denial of any matrimon- 
ial relationship with the prisoner was 
enough: to relieve any weight that 
might be attached to her testimony. 
Mr. Robertson proceded to attack the 
testimony of the other witnesses for 
the prosecution ‘and sarcastically laud- 
‘ed those witnesses which were gifted 
with such remarkable eyesight as to 
be able to see and describe a team 
of horses, and everything about the 
conveyance they were hauling, at a 
distance of 250 yards through‘a snow 
storm, 

In conclusion he stated to the jury 
‘that the prosecution had not proved 
‘its case and asked for an acquittal 
for ‘his. client. 

Mr. Nolan's Address. 

Mr. P. J Nolan, K.C., addressed the 
jury on behalf of the Crown, He 
echoed) Mr. Robertson’s sentiment 
that ‘the jury should bring in a ver- 
dict strictly in accordance with the 
‘evidence submitted as «their cath 
called for. ‘Then turning to the ‘evid- 
‘ence which the Crown had produced 
he pointed out its strength.

NEW AGREEMENT 
REGARDING TRADE 


(Continued from Page One.) 
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commercial agreement, was also hand- 
ed out by the finance department. .Af- 
ter noting that dn the present arrange- 
ment no new ‘treaty or rates are ¢s- 
tablished, but the existing intermediate 
rates, as they appear in the French 
treaty, are grantetd to ‘Belgium, to 
the Netherlands and to a limited ex- 
tent to Italy. He says, in ‘the case of 
Belgium that this country has always 
dealt very fairly with Canada, that its 
tariff is now a very low one and, 
therefore, jt was decided ‘to extend 
to France, except in case avhere these 
to Belgium the rates already gratned 
Jatter were lower than the intermed- 
iate tarift rates. Anything lower ‘than 
the intermediate tariff rates could only 
ibe given by special legislation. Bel- 
gium, however, ds. not particularly in- 
terested in these special low rates giv- 
en to France. Similar conditions ap- 
plied in ‘the case of the Netherlands. 
Agreement With Italy 

In respect to Italian agreement, ‘Mr. 
Fielding says, “We have no. treaty 
with Italy, but-ave are asked by ‘the 
Italian government to enter into ne- 
gotiations fog the making of one. Italy 
has a general and conventional tariff 
and some Italian rates are much high- 
er than those of Belgium and Nether- 
lands. 

“The formalities necessary for the 
making of regular treaties between the 
respective countries ‘through their 
plenipotentiaries should occupy some 
time. It has been deemed! desirable 
for the cultivation of ‘good relations 
between Italy and Canada ‘that 'tem- 
porarily an agreement be made, giving 
to Italy the intermediate tariff rates on 
a small list of articles in which Italy 
is interested. Canada receiving in re- 
turn ‘the Italian conventional tariff 
rates on a list of Canadian products. 

“Our trade with Italy is not exten- 
sive, but ‘it is worth cultivation and ithe 
present arrangement «vill probably 
lead to a broader agreement in the 
future.”

Engineer Present Report on 
Investigation They Made 


(Commissioner Bouillon and City 
Engineer, Latornel, who. made an in- 
spection “Uf ite leist at the foot of 
Virst street, found many defects in 
it, and in their report on the matter 
make especial reference to the follow- 
ing points, which ‘they consider need 
immediate attention: 

Removal of all grease, oil and dirt 
from the walls and floors of ‘the en- 
‘gine room and machinery, spaces, The 
conditions existing there are deemed 
jo be extremely hazardous as a fire 
risk. 

The passengers are not adequately 
safeguarded on the cars or the ap- 
proaches thereto. 

The hoisting rope ‘is allowed to 
chafe on metal hooks or staples un- 
der the cars. 

The car structures themselves have 
damaged parts and also loose paris 
land should abe overhauled and re- 
paired, : 

One of the most serious items found 
is the condition of the retaining walls 
on each side of incline. These walls 
are deemed unsafe for another year 
and either adequate repairs or recon- 
struction of the walls should be re- 
quired before next spring. 

The. committe say that they do not 
understand ‘that ‘the municipality is in 
any sense responsible for the opera-
